The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS; 

1-24. (Canceled) 

25. (Currently Amended) A rotor for a turbo engine, comprising: 
a rotor base body, wherein the rotor base body includes a fiber-reinforced 
area and a fiber-free area; and 

a rotor blade with a footing; 

wherein the footing is positioned in the rotor base body in the fiber-free 

area; 

wherein the rotor base body includes a ring-shaped element and wherein the 
ring-shaped element includes the fiber-reinforced area and the fiber-free area; 

wherein the ring-shaped element includes a second fiber-reinforced area and 
wherein the fiber-free area is disposed between the fiber-reinforced area and the 
second fiber-reinforced area; 
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and wherein the fiber-free area defines a borehole and wherein the footing is 
positioned in the borehole . 
26-34. (Canceled) 

35. (Currently Amended) The rotor according to Cclaim [[34]]25, wherein the 
borehole includes a stop and wherein the footing engages the stop. 

The above changes to claim 25 were made in order to incorporate the allowable 
subject matter of claim 34, principally that the fiber-free area defines a borehole. The 
above changes to claim 35 were made in order to correct the dependency and a 
grammatical error. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is deemed to be an unobvious improvement over the invention patented in 
USP 1 ,325,208. The improvement comprises a fiber-free are which defines a borehole. 
USP 1 ,325,208 comprises a fiber-free area (between plates 5 and 6), but this fiber-free 
area does not define a borehole.
